he It cannot be ascertained whether or not_tank cars were collected to the extent 
reported roving from Seddin to Pleesti Seddin 25x 1 
is a large central collecting point for the Fast Zone and is located tatween 
‘“ichendorf, Potsdam, and Berlin. Here cars are collected for tho purpose of 
making up trains of empty cars for new employment. Im addition, it should be 
noted that Seddin is the vost important freight dispatehine point in the DDR. 
The report that 40,000 toas amounts to five~oighths of the texzk car capacity of 
the East Zone is incorrect. the DDK had a total of 8,400 25X1 
tank ears on hand for all purposes and of every type. Of theses, at least 15 
to 20% is constantly undergoing repairs, A total of 1,650 cars has been assigned 
exclusively to the delivery of chemical products. Seventy-six cars have been 
assigned to the transport of gas. Of the rervaining cars, 2,400 are TIN cars 
(tank cers for the transport of mineral oil), 900 belong to the reserve supoly 
of the Deutsche Kraftstoff-und Mineraloel-Zentrale, and the remainder is rented 
or owned by the organizations which require this type cf ecr for thelr shipments. 
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Sy making full use of this type of transport, the East Zone hag the means 
cf transporting at least 240,000 tons rer month, so that the reported 40,006 
tons are no more than one-sixth of capacity. At the presen? time, the DDR 
Governgent is using an average of 166 tank cars daily for the shipment of 


petroleum preducts. This amounts to a totel of 5,040 cars per morth and a 
total volums of 100,000 tons, 
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
